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To Seek Advice On Future

f | Town meeting will be asked to advise 
Ss -. town-school administrators about the 


: future disposition of East Junior High 
~ school, after having decided on what to do 
about new school construction. 

Discussing and inserting articles for the 
town meeting warrant Monday night, 
selectmen agreed to place the considera- 
tion of East Junior as an advisory article 
without $56,000 in planning funds as re- 
quested by Town Manager Jared S. A. 
Clark. 

Clark had indicated that while planning 
funds would probably not be used this 
year, at least he and the school ad- 
ministration would like to know if the 
townspeople were receptive to converting 
the building to combined town-municipal 
“. offices. 

The manager further advised that the 


building will not be vacated as a school for 
t ae » aan ey at least two or three years, providing the 
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school building project is authorized this 
year. 

After considerable discussion, the 
board, with Selectman Lawrence Sullivan 
opposed, agreed to place the EJH building 
question before the voters for advisory 
purposes only, without any funds attached. 

It was also suggested that the item be 
placed well down the agenda, aside from 
consideration of the school construction 
bonding and adivsory items. 

Sullivan said he was opposed principally 
because the article would appear as 
though selectmen were ‘‘steamrolling a 
town meeting into thinking a decision had 
already been made on the East Junior 
High.”’ 

Clark informed the board that while he 
was submitting the EJH issue for the 
selectmen to place in the warrant, he was } 
supported in his action by the school 
building and school committees. 

Selectman Susan T. Poore said she 
would prefer to have both committees 
represented in support of the article in the 
printed warrant. 

Sullivan joined by stating that the re- 
quest should rightly be the school com- 
mittee’s since they own the building and 
would have to agree to turn it over to the 
town for future disposition. 

. Clark said that acting on the issue at 
town meeting, would allow architects to 
plan for the proposed conversion of Doher-

“The future of Andover is right now,”’ 
said Rhys Kear in a talk before the An- 
dover League of Women Voters at a dinner 
held Jan. 24 at the Sheraton Rolling Green. 

As director of Andover’s Department of 
Community Development, Kear has over- 
seen the growth of Andover on a day to day 
basis for the past year. At present, $70 
million of industrial development is un- 
derway. In the next couple of- years, 
perhaps as much as $70-$100 million more 
will occur. Kear foresees 300-400 subdivi- 
sion lots in 1980. These facts place An- 
dover in an enviable economic position. 
Kear feels wise planning and decision 
making in the past deserves the credit. 
Continued ability to make sound 
judgements now will determine Andover’s 

¢ future. 

The department’s first priority has been 
to help streamline the decision making 
process through coordinating the functions 
and procedures of various departments 
and boards. ‘‘Co-operation in the 
reorganization effort has been good,”’ said 
Kear, and now a “‘collective body as staff 
exists to serve town needs.’’ Town 
meeting will be asked to approve many 
procedural changes as a result of 
streamlining. 

The department’s second priority is to 
develop a comprehensive plan for An- 
dover’s future. Kear says the plan should 
provide a ‘‘discreet and rational process 
for looking at the alternatives and then 
submitting those alternatives to town 
meeting. 

Planning for the future will mean ad- 
dressing controversial questions regar-, 
ding the placement of housing, business, 
industry, and their need for related ser- 
vices. ;

A request for a common victualler’s 
license for Rose Glen Dairy on Andover 
Street was again tabled by selectmen this 
week, while another request for a similar 
license was permitted to be withdrawn. 

The Rose Glen application had been 
tabled a week ago as the board sought to 
determine what privileges are granted 
with a common victualler license. 


This week, after finding out what those 
privileges were, the board felt further ex- 
amination of the intent of the owner was 
necessary, along with interpretation of the 
variance granted for the operation at 5 An- 
dover Street by the zoning board of 
appeals in 1971. 

But, in a similar case, James W. Fioren- 
za, owner of Bella Fiore Deli, a short dis- 
tance from Rose Glen, was permitted to 
withdraw its application for a common

victualler’s license because no food was 
consumed on the premises. 

Fiorenza, in attendance at the meeting 
Monday night, questioned how the owners 
of Rose Glen could obtain such a license 
and operate as they do. Also questioned by 
Fiorenza was how the terms of the 
variance granted originally to Sidney P. 
White, could be transferred to another 
owner. 

The terms of the zoning board variance 
granted in 1971 does allow operation of 
what could be termed a restaurant on the 
premises at 5 Andover St. The variance 
was granted to the property, and thus is 
tranferrable, according to interpretation 
given by Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
who read the 1971 ruling by the ZBA. 

Selectman Norma Gammon expressed 
concern about such operations in a 
residential area. :

ty school to a new junior high facility. — 

It would permit the incorporation of the

A Merrimack Valley Planning Commis- 
sion study completed and turned over to 
the town last week found that use of the 
building for town-school offices is feasi- 
ble, utilizing the two wings. 

As for the funding of the article, Mrs. 
Poore felt that possibly the $56,000 was not 
necessary. With plans and studies in hand 
already, why couldn’t engineers from a 
general contractor apply their expertise to 
the project. 

An architect is needed for such a pro- 
ject, it was explained. 

Mrs. Poore also felt there was a certain 
amount of responsibility to explain to the 
voters just what is going to be done with 
the building. 

Selectman Norma Gammon noted that 
some people would like to see the building 
converted to housing and appropriation of 
planning funds precludes that option. 

It was then agreed to place the item in 
the warrant in an advisory capacity only. 

As for the school construction issue, 
selectmen approved inserting two items at 
the request of the school and school 
building committees. 

The first item will be a bond issue, re- 
questing approval to bond up to $11,500,000 
to cover the renovation and reconstruction 
of Doherty School to a junior high, put an 
addition and renovate West Junior High 
and build an auditorium and add to the 
high school. 

Clark told the board that the bond 
amount is the maximum allowable for 
reimbursement by State Building 
Assistance Commission per square foot 
standards. 

The manager said the dollar amount is 
expected to be adjusted downward prior to 
town meeting. 

The action came following a joint 
meeting of the school building and school 
committees last week, after the latter 
board decided to close the Doherty School 
and subject it to conversion to a junior 
high, replacing East. 

The second item also deals with school 
renovation and construction. It asks the 
town, should it decide adversely on the 
bonding question, to determine if the 
school building committee should continue 
to expend planning funds for a school con- 
struction project. 

Among major items which the board 
agreed to insert in the warrant Monday 
night, was $75,000 for renovation and con- 
struction of new playfields at West Junio

for an underground sprinkler system 
which will permit proper maintenance of 
the fields.

The board approved a request of the 
town manager to place an article asking 
$65,000 for initiation of funding the town’s 
retirement system, with such action 
following an actuarial study to determine 
how to properly fund and administer such 
a program.

GCA Corporation, A Bedford-based 
company, obtained a permit for a building 
estimated to cost $6,550,000, to be located 
in the southwest quadrant of the 
Arkwright/Boston industrial land off 
River Road. 

Fee for the permit was $33,350. 


Intertel Corp., was issued a structural 
permit for $1,700,000, for its building to be 
located in the same general area as GCA. 
Fee for this permit was $10,911.44. 

Both new industrial buildings will be 
located off River Road and border on 
Route 93 and Chandler Road. 

GCA is the world’s premier supplier of 
capital equipment that makes semi- 
conductors used in computers, watches, 
radios, etc. and supplies such firms as 
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Texas Instruments, IBM and Fairchild. It 
is headed by Milton Greenberg, an An- 
dover resident and former chairman of the 
board of selectmen. . 

The permit issued this past week is 
coupled with a prior permit for foundation 
work on the new building which had an es- 


timated cost of $1,700,000 and a $4,900 fee 
to the building-planning department. 


Intertel, which is a Burlington-based 
firm makes test equipment and control 
systems for large data communication 
networks. The building will be placed ona 
21-acre site roughly bounded by Brundrett 
and Chandler Roads and a common access 
road into the industrial area shared with 
GCA. 

The permit issued Intertel this week is 
also coupled with a foundation permit 
issued earlier for $84,000 and a fee of 
$588.56. 

It is anticipated that occupancy of the 
buildings will take place sometime in 1981.

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Ending A Decade Of Indecision 


The decision by the school committee last week to 
close Doherty school and convert it to a junior high 
facility, should be the catalyst to finally solving the 
town’s secondary educational housing needs. 

While the decision is understandably unpleasant to 
those whose children attend Doherty, it was obvious 
that a school was to be closed this year. Parents of San- 
born and South schools, along with the Doherty forces, 
all had made strong arguments to save their 
neighborhood schools prior to last week’s decision- 
making meeting. 

Having reviewed all the facts, figures and statistical 
data available, the school committee made the un- 
animous choice of closing Doherty on recommendation 
of the superintendent. 

The decision having been made, it is now time to 
move ahead with the planning and support of a school 
building program which will provide updated and im- 
proved facilities for the town’s secondary educational 
program. . 

The current school building program has been in the 
planning process now for almost three years. There 
have been delays along the way, caused by changes in 
thinking as to what is needed to adequately meet the 
town’s future needs, more accurate figures dealing with 
declining enrollments, and, in some cases, some 
emotional factors. 

Last week’s vote by the school committee concluded 
the current, three-year process of examining the town’s 
best response to providing new secondary educational 
facilities. 

But, in a historical perspective, the decision actually 
culminated a decade of indecision, or cosmetic 
response to the same problem. 

During the past ten or more years, Andover citizens 
have been asked to respond to meeting the educational 
plant needs at the junior high and high school level. 

When the town decided to appropriate funds for a new 
high school, the building committee was ordered to 
refine the plans and eliminate an auditorium, to keep 

© costs reasonable. 


The result — a new building which falls short of the 
current needs less than a decade after it is in operation, 
and the possibility of building an auditorium as a cost 
probably doubled from what it was when the project 
was originally funded. 

At East Junior High, townspeople approved a plan to 
update utilities at a cost of several hundred thousand 
dollars within the past ten years. The action was to keep 
the building in service and avoid new construction 
costs. But new wiring, utility lines, needed to meet the 
safety codes, along with some painting and minor 
renovations, failed to update the building to modern 
educational needs. 

The only thing: beneficial in the whole process has 
been a thorough examination of the town’s needs in 
these past few years, due to the planning process 
developed by the school building committee as it came 
up with new and important vast-saving factors. 


Now, the town has a building program estimated to . 


cost in the vicinity of $11-$12 million as compared to $14- 


$16 when the subject was initially brought to town . 


meeting for planning funds a few years ago. 

What is needed now is unified effort on the part of all 
townspeople to work toward solution: of the school 
building needs, setting aside the personal feeling of los- 
ing a neighborhood school. 


The innovative programs at Doherty can be in- 
troduced to other buildings where the youngsters will be 
assigned. School administrators, we trust, will see to it 
that such an effort is made. 


A good thought to bear in mind as the planning 
progresses toward a town meeting decision on funding 
in April is think not so much of the youngsters at Doher- 
ty who will be ‘‘inconvenienced’’ by the move for a few 
elementary school years, as compared to-the thousands 
who have passed through the inadequate East Junior 
High and high school facilities during the past decade. 


That condition will continue to exist for a few more 
years since new facilities, if funded this year, will not 
be completed for at least two or three years. 


It’s Downright

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There will be an article in the annual town meeting 
agenda this year which will ask $2,500 to underwrite the 
additional expense of meals for the senior citizens. 

We’re all in favor of the funds, but find the necessity 
of such an expense downright ridiculous, and we think 
the senior citizens concur. 

Some food costs have risen considerably in recent 
weeks and months, which shouldn’t be too much of a 
revelation to anybody. Faced with the increases, the 
head of the food services department has had to cut 
back on some of the choicer items on the menu. 

Now, our senior citizens recognize this. 

In addition to appreciation, of the meals, they enjoy

They also understand the problems of increased 
costs. 


So, they offered to pay a little more than the 50 cents 
daily charge to offset the higher prices — say going to 65 
cents.

WASHINGTON -- Presi- 
dent Carter is still reluctant 
to fly with the hawks in cop- 
ing with the Soviet swoop 
into Afghanistan and the oil- 
rich Persian Gulf. Alarmed 
Pentagon strategists, fear- 
ing that the Russian Bear is 
ready to pounce on the West- 
ern world’s lifeline to the 
Middle East, have failed 
thus far to persuade Carter 
to take military measures. 

Here is what our inside 
intelligence sources have 
told us about the conflict 
between the president and 
the Pentagon activists: 

* They’ve advocated 
establishing U.S. bases in the 
threatened area. Carter has 
turned this down. The most 
he is willing to do is station 
permanent U.S. naval forces 
in the Indian Ocean and the 
Arabian Sea. 

* They’ve advocated using 
former Israeli bases in the 
Sinai Desert. Carter has 
turned thumbs down on the 
proposal.

Brown specific instructions 
to avoid even token appear- 
ances of military coopera- 
tion during his visit to 
Peking. 

* Some administration 
Strategists want to step up 
clandestine radio broadcasts 
and even covert CIA opera- 
tions to stir up 60,000 
Moslem dissidents within 
Soviet territory and along 
the frontiers with Iran and 
Afghanistan. Carter has 
scotched any major project 
other than to recommend an

While most of Tuesday night’s 
testimony was favorable to the turtles, 
some residents and the Plymouth 
Chamber of Commerce opposed for 
economic reasons. 

Most of the area is zoned residential, 
and only about 600 of the 7,000 acres have 
been developed.

Howe 
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Legal Fees Again Before The Voters 


The town will once again be requested to 
provide legal fees for two former school 
committeemen who faced legal actions 
with regard to a decision made by them in 
1976. 

The item, requesting $12,000 for partial 
payment of the legal fees was one of 
several private articles submitted for in- 
sertion in the town meeting warrant prior 
to the Tuesday afternoon deadline. 

The petition was presented by Frederick 
P. Fitzgerald and others. 

At issue is payment of legal fees in- 
curred by former School Committeemen 
John F. Lyons and John G. Wragg who 
were sued for violation of civil rights by

“they don’t quite belong to you. They 
belong to several teachers.’’ 

A native of the Framingham-Newton 
area, Mrs. Cox earned her degree in 
elementary education, with a specialty in 
art education, at Lowell Teachers College 
and Tufts College, and then went on to 
study art at the Corcoran Gallery in 
Washington, D. C., and at the University 
of Colorado.
